Postmaster Kohler stated, “Be 
certain that all addresses are cor- 
rect, and wherever possible, add 
the ZIP Code to the address on 
all letters, cards and parcels. 
Don't take chances on mailing 
poorly wrapped packages. Use 
Sturdy corrugated mail cartons, 
plenty of heavy wrapping paper 
and strong cord and be sure to 
put an extra label carrying the 
recipient's name and address and 
your name and address inside of 
each package. Cartons contain- 
ing several gift packages should 
be well stuffed with tissue or 
old newspapers to cushion the 
contents.” 

If you have articles of unusual 
size or bulk, better check with 
the post office before attempting 
to mail them to be sure that you 
are within size and weight limits. 

The Postmaster further advises 
to send your Christmas cards by 
first class mail, This assures their 
being forwarded if recipient has 
moved or that undeliverable 
cards will be returned if return 
address is on envelope, 

Before you mail your Christ- 
mas cards secure free labels from 
the post office which read, “All 
For Local Delivery’’ and “All For 
Out Of Town Delivery,” so that 
you can sort your cards into two 
bundles, with the addresses all
